There was not as much interest mani- 
tested by outsiders yesterday in the 
Senatorial question as the day previous, 
and but few ladies were in the gallery.

We have, Mr. President, balloted for 
four successive days with no result, and 
with no likelihood of coming to an 
election unless some step is taken 
to conciliate matters. I. who have 
held as a universal principle that 
men sl. ould be sacrificed for the inter- 
est of party, and that party should be 
wade to subserve the general good, else 
the object and efficacy ot parties fail, 
can no longer hesitate. 


There is, Mr. President, a breach 
among ourpolitical iriends, that we can- 
not despise and the sooner that bresch 
is healed the less danger to the body pol 
tic. Believing, though, as I do, that the 
only satety tor the peeple is in the es 
tablishment of the principles now ad- 
vocated by the Democratic party ana 
the only way to establish these princi- 
pies in North Carolina, is by the cohe 
sion of our political triends, by healing 
that breach which seems to be widen 
ing, I deem, that laying aside mioor 
considerations, we would be negligeut in 
our duty and unmindtul of the trust 
reposed in us if we jeopardized the 
interest of the public by shutting our 
eyes to iacts aud were governed by a 
mere preterence. I may be wrong in 
my Convictions, but if I was tor a mo 
ment to consider the result to myseii 
and fail from such motives to carry out 
the dictates of judgment, I would cer 
yainly be unworthy the trust reposed in 
me, and in order to show to those who 
have differed trom me the motives by 
which I am actuated in this course of 
conduct, I shail cast my vote for A. 8. 
Merrimon.

Bryson, of Jackson, and Dr. Shaw, 
in the House, and Mr. Flem- 
ming in the Senate, voting for him, 
and Mr. Carson, of the House, Indepen- 
dent, from Alexaader County, who 
voted for Mr. Pool on Tuesday, bas 
since been voting for Judge Merrimon 
To day the situation seems unchange1, 
and there is no more prospect of heal- 
ing the breach in our ranks than on the 
first day of the ba loting. The result 
thus far has established one thing 


beyond peradventure—and that is, ther 
is no earthly prospect that the sanguin 
hopes of John Pool will be realized 
He is laid on the shelf finally and un- 
mistakably, and his political strategy 
has failed to decoy into his support a 
single member of our party.

The following article from the last 
Wilmington Journal ex presses our views 
so fully that we adopt its language as 
our own.

Sacrifice of Real Estate. 


It is a well known tact that real estate 
u this country, put up under a force 
sie, is generally sxcrificed —litthe or 
„thing being realzed trom it. Ther 
re reasons for this, not the least of which 
the insufficient notifications given . 
le. Sheriffs, *trustecs, executors, &. 
eretofore have been in the habit o 
sticking up notice at a few points, gen- 
rally speaking in writing, and at pointe 
vhere they fail to attract public atten- 
‘ion, and are read but by few. The 
0 uence is, when the sale takes 
place it is attended by a half a dezen | 
or less people and the property is knock 
d down for little or nothing becau e 
here is no competition. 

This is all wrong. and not the inten- 
‘jon of the tramers of laws. The own- 
ers of property suffer by i:; creditors 
suffer by it; the State indirectly suffers 
by it, and no one gains by it but a ten 
land sharks who watch the courts and 
take advantage of the misfortunes ot 
heir neighbors. 

We know of instances where good 

lands have been actually thrown away, 
and but a few weeks ago we heard ot 
iands sold within a few miles of here 
tor less than $1 per acre, well worth five 
times as much. 
This can be remedied to some extent 
and justice secured to those interested, 
it the Legislature will pass a law re 
quiring Sheriffs and others acting in 
oificial capacities to advertise appropri- 
ately properties coming into theit 
hands for sale, in some newspaper, and 
where that cannot be done then by 
srinted poster. 

We veuture to say if this be done it 
will have a beneficial effect and materi- 
ally increase the amounts received from 
lands sold under executions, &c, 


How THE West Grows.—An En- 
zlishman write from Somersetshire to a 
Minnesota paper that a grand exodus 
of British bone and sinew is to occur iu 
‘he Spring. The English agent who is 
charged with the duty of organizing 
new colonies of farmers is reported to 
be overrun with applications. One 
thousand emiyrants are already prepar 
ed tor departure ; the agent says he bas 
been “literally astonished” at the num- 
ber of farmers, farmer’s sons, and 
wealthy people who intend to go with 
him, and he is already sure of capital to 
the amount of $250.000, which wil 
probably be multiplied by four at che 
opening of the Spring emigration. 
These are remarkable occurrences, and 
when taken in connection with the re- 
tuction of fifty per cent. in the Cunard 
Company's rates of tare for emigrants, 
and also with the recent tutile attempt 
of the Kaiser's Government to stay the 
tide of German emigretion, they point 
to an unparelleled increase of the for- 
eign element in *he United States during 
the coming twelve months. It is un 
derstood that a large proportion of the 
new colonists will settle in the North- 
western States, where there is abundant 
room for millions of people, with cheap 
and tert le Junds, and a growing de- 
mand for the products of skilled and 
unskilled Ixabor.—New York Commercial 
Advertiser.

Rev. Charles II. Hall was born in 
Fayetteville, North Carolina, Apri: 
Isth, 1831, and died in the city ot Pe 
tersburg, Va., August 22d, 1872, aged 
fi years, 4 months anc 4 days. 

This aunouncement will serve to re- 
neu the profound sorrow which its firs: 
publication awakened Truly, „Deut! 
oves u shining mark,” and in Claiming 
our brother for one of his vietims has 
stricken donna Prince in our [srael. 

A cinld of highly honorable and 
Christian parents, ne was early conver- 
‘ed to God in his thirteenth year. and 


joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


te became a student at Raldelph Ma 
con College, and graduated with high 
distinction in 1853 In October o. 
that year, in the city of Lynchburg, he 
was received on probation into the 
Virginia Annual Conference. At the 
close of his probation he was admitteu 
‘nte full connection and ordained Dea- 
‘on by Bishop James O. Andrew in the 
iall of 1855 in the city of Petersburg, 
Va. In the fall of 1857, in Eiizabeth 
City, N. C., he was ordained an Elder 
by Bishop George F Pierce. 

His tirst appointment was the Farm. 
ville (Va.) station. His second the 
Greensville Circuit. His third the 
East ville Circuit on the Eastern Shore 
ot Virginia. 

Though he spent but a year each on 
these charges, his ministry made dee: 
und lasting impressions, which are 


cherished to this day. 


From te last numed appointment he 
was sent to Lynchburg, in charge ot 
what is now known as Centennary 
Church, where he remained two years ; 
thence to Dinwiddie Street Church, 
Portsmouth, for two years; thence to 
Washington Street Church, Petersburg, 
‘or two years, and thenca to the church 
in Danville, Va. In the latter charge 
he Spent three years. At the session ot 
the Conference neld in Danville at the 
close of his third year there, he asked 
tor und was granted a certificate of lo- 
cation. This action of his created sur 
prise and deep regret among his breth- 
ren and friends. 

But the hund of the Lord guided his 
servant. Iu a short time alter bis 
location he was called to the pastorage 
of a large and important charge, the 
“Trinity Independent Methodcis: 
Church” in the city ot Baltimore, Md., 


labors in that charge, as elsewhere, were 
marked with great Zeal, and attended 
with God's blessing, and it is believed 
contributed much towards bringing 
that church into the communion ol! 
Seutberu Metho ism. 

At the cluse of his third-year there he 
resigned the pastoral charge of the 
church and again entered the Virginia 
Conterence, and was stationed or the 
second time at Washington Street 
Church, Petersburg, Va. 

Had he lived to this session of Con- 
terence he would have completed his 
fourth year in this charge under his 
last appuintment, thus makiug six 
years iu all, or about one-third of his 
whole ministry spent in the same field 
of labor. 

While loved and honored in every 
pastoral charge he served, it was here, 
where he was best known, that he was 
most deeply loved. 

Rarely bas it tallen to the fortunes of 
any miuister in the Same space of time 
to gather to himself such universal ad- 
iwiration, esteem and affection as Chas. 
H. Hall enjoyed from the citizens of 
Petersburg. 

Nature had endowed him with rare 
gilts, and such was the fidelity with 
which he had improved them, and the 
refining power of Divine grace upon 
them, that he rapidly rose to distinction 
and took position by public suffrage. as 
well as that of bis own church, among 
the ablest ministers of our State. 

He bad reached u position among us 
where the highest bot ois in our g tt as 
a minister and church were not only 
awaiting him, but were in part being 
bestowed upon him. 

He was a most diligent and faithful 
pastor, a constant student, a hard sell- 
sacrificing worker. 

He wouid persist often in the most 
exhaustive work for the church, when 
physically unable to endure it, and 
against the carnest remonstrances ol 
triends. It is believed that Lis death 
(to ue seemingly so untimely,) was much 
hastened by his self-consumiog. 


The Petersbug Ind-a says that the 
reading of the report was made during 
the most profound and solemn attention 
and was accompanied by many affecting 
evidences of sympathy and grief on 
tue part of the congregation. At one 
time sobbing was audible throughout 
the church, and almost every eye was 
red with weeping. The voice of the 
reader was choked with tears. Bishop 
raine also was deeply moved and weep- 
ing.“

. Greeley’s Condition=His Mind 
— — it not Fatally Impaired. 


New York, Nov. 28.— The Tribune 
this moreing says: We are deeply 
ained to say that in the last thirty-six 
— Mr. Greeley's condition has great- 
iy changed tor the worse. Through 
yesterday he remained nearly all the 
time unconscious. In u counsel of some 
most eminent physicians of tue city, 
only one was without hose, but all 
regarded the the case as critical and 
alarming.” The World says: There 
seems to be good reason for believing 
that the quieting assurance of Mr 
Greeley’s friends as to tLe state of his 
mental health are not borne out by the 
exact facts. We «are informed upon 
d authority that within the past 
two days Mr. Greeley has been examin- 


ed by the experts, one the head of — 


well known usylum, und that the verdict 
as to his condition is very unfavorable. 
It is said that the form of mental 
ailment manifested by Mr. Greeley is 
self reproach and agony of mind at what 
ne deems the great mistake of his presi 
dential candidature. He is in danger, it is 
asserted, of melancholia, the most incu- 
rabie form of lunacy. One of the ph; - 
sicians thought that perhaps by quiet 
and attention he might recover his 
mental health. but the principal of the 
asylum to which we have referred does 
not think that there is more than one 
chance in ten of Mr. Grecley’s complete 
recovery, there is, however a chance. 
Persons intimate with Mr. Greeley know 
how intense are his personal feelings— 
the death of his wife, sleeplessness con- 
uent upon his watch by ber death 
bed, followed by the excitement over 
the unfortunate result of the election, 
have, it is feared by those best able to 
judge, proved too severe a strain — 
his bodily and mental health.” The 
Herald also announces an unfavorable 
turn of his illness, and says: “It pains 
us to say that the great journalist is 
very low and sinking rapidly.”

Yesterday evening at the med 
ical consultation it was said that it was 
doubtful if he could live more than a 
few days. Dr. W. A. Hammond, one of 
his physicians, said: I doubt if be will 
live 48 hours, and should not be surprised 
to hear of his death to night. hile I 
was at his bedside,” added the doctor,

ley’s came up, and wishing to test Mr. 


Greeley, I said: ‘Mr. Greely, do you | 5,239. 


know Mr. Weed ' Mr. Greeley stared 
vacantly and answered that he had never 
met him in his lite before, and said 
further, ‘I never heard the dame of Weed 
before.” The doctor described Mr. 
Greeley as talking incoherently all the 
time, and being quite obstinate ; says he 
does not know his own daughter. Be 
tween 8 and 10 o'clock last night his 
coadition was less tavorable than during 
the day. The physicians did not anti- 
cipate any important change within 
twelve hours. 

Ia the African Methodist Church 
yesterday the announcement of Mr 
Greeley’s condition by the Presiding 
Elder greatly affected the congregation 
present. His condition every wuere has 
awakened a feeling of sympathy, and 
though it is feared he cannot recover, 
many are unwilling to surrender the 
hope that he muy yet be spared.
